jOn  06/09/83,  a  boundary  line  recoh.  was  completed  as  follows!  the  west  side 

of  E'j,  NE**  was  located  by  establishing  a  straight  line  between  an  old  metal 

boundary  sign  and  a  brace  wire  extending  from  a  large  scarlet  oak,  both  found 

on  the  N  section  line,  and  a  corner  post  of  a  well-maintained  fence  on  the  E-W 

mid-section  line.  Old  fence  wire  substantiated  this  location.  The  S  side  of 

Vs,  NE*<  Is  the  before  mentioned  well-maintained  fence.  The  E  side  of  Eh,  NE** 

was  located  by  compassing  S  from  a  pipe  found  along  State  Forest  Rd.  at  the 

NE  section  corner.  Two  pipes  that  are  135  ft.  apart  on  a  N-S  line  are  near

this  section  corner.  I  believe  the  most  northerly  pipe  to  be  the  true  section 

corner.  State  Forest  Rd.  follows  most  of  the  E  side  Eh,  NE**.

1.  In  December  of  1988,  Bob  Vollmer  and  crew  surveyed  the  following  lines  In  this 
section  to  settle  a  corner  location  located  at  the  N*s  mile  line;  N,  S,  &  E 
lines  of  the  Eh  of  the  NE**,  Sec.  24.  A  13  rebar  was  placed  at  the  SE  corner 
of  this  80  acre  piece  which  was  measured  from  the  pipe  that  was  38.0*  south  which 
marked  the  Vl’j  cornet  of  the  adjacent  section  In  T10N,  R1E.  Also,  the  pines  along 
the  S  line  of  the  NE**»  Sec.  24  were  all  tied  into  by  the  survey,  those  Included 
some  used  for  the  Wheeler  Rescue  Mission  Survey.  Also,  a  few  offsets  we re  shot 
along  the  W  line  of  the  SE**,  NE**j  Sec  24  for  establishing  the  State's  west  line, 
lhe  stone  at  the  center  of  this  section  was  blso  tied  into  and  was  witnessed  bv 
me  on  Dec.  14,  1988. as  follows:  i
